GROSS PRODUCTION 
TAX ON CRUDE OIL 


The gross production tax on crude 
oil is increased from one and one- 
half to two 
per cent under 
the 
provisions of the Coffee oil tax bill 
passed finally just before the second 
called session of the thirty-eighth 
legislature adjourned. 
At the last 
minute the house was forced to ac­ 
cept the two per cent tax after the 
senate had previously agreed to two 
per cent. 
This oil tax bill was probably the 
most hotly costested measure consid­ 
ered during the second called session. 
When Representative Coffe of Wise 
county first introduced the bill last 
winter at the regular session it called 
for a five per cent gross production 
tax. 
The house cut this amount to 
three per cent aud passed the bill. 
The senate, however, further reduced 
the tax to two per cent, but the house 
refused to accept a two per cent tax 
and as a result the bill failed at the 
regular session. 
"When the second called session was 
convened on April 16th, Coffee again 
introduced his bill calling for a tax 


MORE SUDAN GRASS 
SHOULD BE GROWN 


The south ought to grow more 
sudan grass. 
The hay rs nutritious 
digestible and palatable and when cut 
right and cured well is about equal 
to timothy hay in feed value. 
It may 
be cut from one to three or four 
times, yields two to four tons of hay 
per acre on good average lands, cures 
with ease, and it not difficult to 
handle. 
It branches or tillers heavily 
and five pounds of se*d in fifteen to 
twenty-inch drills or twenty to twen­ 
ty-five pounds to broadcast will sow 
an acre. 
Sow from April 15th to 
August 1st. 
Equal parts of acid 
phosphate and nitrate of soda sowed 
broadcast at the rate of four to six 
hundred pounds per acre 'will' often 
double the yield. 
In sandy soils or 
soils known to be deficient in potash 
add two to three pe* cent of potash 
from muriate or kainit. 
When four 
to six inches high, a top-dressing with 
one hundred pounds of nitrate of 
soda will often double the yield. 
The heaviest yields come from sow­ 
ing in drills just wide enough to 
permit cultivation.

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MILK SUPPLEMENT 
TO REGULAR DIETS 


If there is any one fact that clearly 
and convincingly shows the splendid 
food value of milk, it is thai during 
the period of most rapid growth in 
the lives of mammals, milk is the 
sole food. 
Milk is so efficient as a 
food 
that 
a 
baby 
will ordinarily 
double its weight in one hundred and 
eighty days with no ottmr source of 
nourishment. 
A colt or calf will 
double its weight in sixty days, arui 
a pig in ten to fifteen days, on milk 
alone. 
For the adult, milk alone is not a 
satisfactory food. It is too dilute to 
satisfy, too low in iron to prevent 
anemia, and not sufficiently bulky 
for the proper elimination of the 
waste products incident to its diges­ 
tion. But it is very valuable as a 
supplement to the ordinary diet or 
ration of the adult. 
in preparing 
cattle for show-rings, well informed 
breeders have a high regard for milk 
as a supplementary feed. for they 
provide nurse cows for the growing 
animals, and it is not unusual for a 
bull larger than the cow he suckles 
to obtain a part of bis feed in the 
form of milk. 
Statistics show that, as a rule, a 
scarcity of dairy products is accom­ 
panied by smallness of stature. 
The 
total milk cow population of Japan 
in 1919 was 4 0,34 3, or one cow to 
every 1,4 14 people. 
Tn this country 
we had 23,455,000 dairy cattle and 
about 110,000,000 people in 1919, or 
one cow to from fourteen to four and 
a half people. 
We average a larger 
siz^ than th* Japanese and while it 
is probably inaccurate to attribute 
this difference in stature entirely to i 
our greater milk consumption, the 
fact remains that Japanese children 
born H parents residing in the United 
States are taller and heavier than I 
those of corresponding ages in Japan, j

Section I. That there be submitted 
to the people of Texas, for ratifica­ 
tion or rejection at a special election 
provided for herein an amendment to 
article eight, of the constitution of 
the state of Texas, amending said 
article eight, of the constitution of 
the state of Texas, by adding thereto 
a new section to be known as section 
nlne-a, which shall read as follows: 
Section 9a. The legislature is auth­ 
orized and directed to provide for the 
creation, establishment, construction, 
maintenance and reparr of a system 
of improved highways throughout the 
state to be under the control of the 
state; and in order that the state 
may provide the means, revenue and 
instrumentalities the establishment 
and maintenance of such system of 
highways, the legislature is empow­ 
ered to levy and cause to be collected 
specific excise and ad valorem taxes, 
in addition to those permitted for 
other purposes in the constitution, 
but such an ad valorem tax shall' be 
imposed only for the purpose of retir­ 
ing the bonds authorized by vote of 
the people of this state as provided 
for hereinafter in this section. 
When said system shall have been 
designated and taken over for the 
state as provided in section A hereof, 
the legislature is authorized to make 
provision for the equitable compensa­ 
tion to such counties for the value 
of such improvements as have been 
theretofore constructed by the coun­ 
ties in the state. 
Provided, also that save for the 
state highway system, in all other 
respects, counties shall have the right 
to 
build, 
construct 
and 
maintain 
roads, turnpikes and bridges within 
their respective boundaries and the 
constitutional 
provisions 
relating 
thereto are not qualified or repealed 
by reason hereof. 
The legislature, at any regular or 
special session, is authorized and 
directed to pass and enact all appro­ 
priate legislation necessary to carry 
out and effectuate the purpose and 
intent of these articles. 
Section 2. The governor of the 
state is hereby directed to cause to 
be issued his necessary proclamation 
for an election to be held on th*1 
fourth Saturday in July, 192 3, at 
which election this amendment shall 
bo submitted to the qualified electors 
of this state for adoption or rejection 
and shall make the publication re­ 
quired by the constitution and laws 
of the state.
